Background to the Grand Duke Georgii Mikhailovich Collection of Russian Coins 


The Grand Duke Georgii Mikhailovich became interested in Russian coins as a teenager. In Tiflis, 
where he Hved in the late 1870s, he began by combing the Armenian bazaar. His flair for numismatics soon 
asserted itself, and once back in St Petersburg he set to in earnest. He absorbed what was to be learned 
from the vast Hermitage and Tolstoi collections, and on the basis of his merit and industry it took him 
relatively little time to pass, somewhat precociously, from disciple to master among Russian numismatic 
scholars. 

Given the Grand Duke’s zeal and his resources (he was a cousin of the Emperor Alexander III), 
his cabinet came close to theoretical completion almost too fast. It was built mainly on a score of great 
collections - such as that of Count Hutten-Czapski - acquired in a period of less than ten years. As the 
scope for acquisitive collection diminished, he turned more and more to scholarship. Around 1885, at the 
age of twenty-two, he resolved to organise and lead a programme with the aim of publishing a definitive 
corpus of Russian coinage and monetary history starting with the reign of Peter I. His plan was to deal 
first with the relatively uncomplicated modern series and work back chronologically through the more 
difficult earlier periods. The Grand Duke was very much his own man in this enterprise, but he mobilised 
three effective collaborators, Christian Giel, M G Demmeni, and A A Ilyin, each in his own right a major 
figure in Russian numismatic history. 



The first phase of the grand design, going back through the coinage of Catherine I (1725), took a 
generation. The result, in eleven foHo volumes, is as comprehensive and altogether as fine a treatment of a 
major numismatic area as has ever been written. Subsequent work by others has embellished and clarified 
details, but for its subject the G M Corpus remains the unchallenged point of departure for us all. 

Later the Grand Duke Georgii Mikhailovich moved on to the codification of the more complex 
coinage of Peter I. He completed most of his research, but World War I blocked full publication, and 
the author died tragically in the troubled times that followed. The silver and bronze coins and medals 
were acquired by the Smithsonian Institution from the Soviet government in the 1930s. After the aborted 
attempt to auction the gold coins and medals in Luzern in 1939, they were eventually sold by Christie’s in 
London in 1950. It was at this auction that the present coins were acquired. 

Not many in the West read Russian now, and still fewer did a hundred years ago. A Paris group, 
moved by vision and faith, decided to launch a French edition of the Corpus in the same luxurious format 
as the original Russian edition. The French version, however, was limited to just the catalogue and the 
plates. Wisely, all things considered, it stopped short of the original’s extensive archival documentation. 
The project got underway not long after 1910, and in spite of wartime obstacles, it was carried through by 
1916 in unimpaired style. This French edition deserved success, but for various reasons it never ready got 
off the ground, though it has subsequently been reprinted more than once.

Catherine I was Peter the Great’s second wife. Because she had been crowned 
empress by the tsar himself in 1724, she was named his successor by Peter’s own 
council of advisors, who controlled the guard regiment. In this way, she followed 
ancient Rome’s example. Lasting just two years and three months, her reign saw the 
creation of the Supreme Secret Council, in which six advisors came to share power 
with the monarch. Her brief time as tsarina was largely peaceful, a mere shadow of 
that of her mighty husband, and so the nation was given a brief moment in time for 
Peter’s many innovations to take root. Catherine died abrupdy at age 44, in 1727, at 
which time Peter’s grandson (Peter II, 1727-1730), and the only male in direct line 
of succession, took Catherine’s place on the throne for just a few years. The boy 
died suddenly of smallpox at age 14, leaving no heir, but the stamp of the Romanov 
Dynasty had been made indelible.

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^CizaSetH Petrovna (1741-1762) 


When Anna died childless in 1740, the infant great-grandson of Ivan V was named 
by the Secret Council to succeed her until all of the conspirators were overthrown 
in a coup led by Peter the Great’s daughter, Elizabeth, and the palace guards. Poor 
little Ivan was kept secretly in prison until he was murdered in 1764. 

For twenty years, it appeared as if the glorious, pure-Russian days of Peter the Great 
had returned in the person of his daughter. Elizabeth restored the parliamentary 
sharing of power and governmental responsibility, the recent German influence was 
done away with, and the Empress was handsome, young and charming. But she 
was also easy-going, disorganized and indolent. Peter’s blood ran in her veins but 
no one, of course, could ever replace Peter the Great. While Elizabeth abolished 
capital punishment, she allowed the poverty of Russia’s masses to deepen. She 
took a Ukrainian cossack as her lover; his influence brought the Ukraine into the 
homeland. The University of Moscow was founded during this reign. But while the 
hard money was again debased and taxes burdened the serfs, the Empress built the 
grand Winter Palace and treated herself to many ostentatious “fancies” that grew 
out of her infatuation with things French. When Elizabeth Petrovna felt herself 
dying at the beginning of 1762, she nominated a German duke who was Peter the 
Great’s grandson to succeed her. He was to be called Peter III.

Perhaps the greatest ambition of the grandson of the greatest Tsar, Peter was to 
emulate the German warrior Frederick the Great. German by temperament, he 
quickly made enemies at the Muscovy court, chief among whom was his highly 
intelligent and capable wife by forced marriage, the Princess Sophia of Anhalt- 
Zerbst. She seemed to have Russian blood in her veins! She rapidly gained favour 
at court and soon led the palace guards to depose her husband. Although Peter’s 
blood link to the great Peter made him dangerous, it was probably not his wife who 
assassinated him in July 1762, but rather one of the drunken rebels. 

Violent by nature, Peter Fyodorovich seemed to fear the Russians he lived among so 
briefly. He withdrew from the Seven Years’ War almost immediately upon taking the 
throne, making peace with Prussia, to the displeasure of many in Moscow. He was a 
Western-style capitalist at heart, but before much change could occur he was arrested 
and forced to sign his own abdication. Chaos reigned temporarily, and to this day 
no one is certain how Peter died, though many insist that his wife’s lover, Gregory 
Orlov, engineered his brutal demise at Ropsha. Born as Sophia, she had always been 
fascinated by political intrigue, had an iron will and ambition reminiscent of Peter 
the Great. When the palace coup made her Empress, she changed her name and 
ruled Russia as Catherine II, beginning in 1762 - one of the most pivotal years in 
modern Russian history.

When the aging Tsar Alexander I died of disillusion (although some maintain that he mysteriously 
disappeared and lived on as a Siberian monk for years) in December of 1825, rebellion broke 
out across the land. The Decembrist Revolt brought to power one of the most fascinating of all 
Russia’s tsars. Militarily minded and fond of technology, Nicholas I was possessed of the same 
kind of iron will and grim determination that had hallmarked the reign of the great Peter, who 
died almost exactly a century earlier. He decided, in the face of the revolt he rose out of, that 
he would secure his homeland against external threat while insulating the throne against internal 
revolt. He loved the parade ground’s discipline. A man of striking appearance, he headed the 
army corps of engineers and lived by the rules of orthodoxy, autocracy and nationality. This 
meant that the official Church became the ethical base of the state, that absolute power was in the 
hands of the Tsar, and that all Russians must dedicate themselves to the nation under the guidance 
of the monarchy. Never again, the Tsar insisted, would Russia bend to another Napoleon. The 
Tsar longed for a great future for his country and was determined to provide it at any cost. 

He severely punished all who had taken part in the rebellion. His political police, one of the new 
ministries, became a symbol of this tsar’s reign. He enforced censorship over every aspect of 
Russian life. The police put down subversion and struck fear into all. As tsar, Nicholas managed 
to control his subjects’ behavior and to secure the inalienable powers of the autocrat. After the 
defeat of Napoleon a few years earlier, Russia had tried to insulate herself against external wars. 
Nicholas did, however, engage in a series of battles with Turkey which gave Russia control of the 
Danube at the sea, more land in the Caucasus, and dominance over Moldavia and Wallachia. 

Ironically it was one of Nicholas’s strengths that proved to be his downfall. His militarism tended 
to lack insight. In the end, bent on partitioning the Ottoman Empire, the Tsar tangled with 
the British and in the ensuing Crimean War of 1854-1855 Russia’s mighty back was broken at 
Sevastopol. During the siege of eleven and a half months, Nicholas I died of ill health. For 
30 years, Nicholas had worked tirelessly at building the nation’s internal strength, only to die a 
disillusioned man who led Russia into a period of decUne which it would not come out of for 
many years. Many wished to remember the tsar’s early triumphs, his days of glory when the 
popular slogan ''autocracy, orthodoxy, and nationality” had proclaimed its leader’s ambitions for 
the motherland.

Examples were made for inclusion in three 
sets as well as specimens for collections; only 36 pieces are believed to have been struck. The obverse depicts 
the tsar together with his consort Alexandra Teodorovna (Charlotte of Prussia). The circular legend of the 
reverse identifies the coin as containing 2 zlotniks, 75 dolas of pure gold.

Such fine work pieces were produced on two occasions in 1651 and 1656, presumably in direct competition 
to the efforts of Blondeau’s new milled machinery, which threatened to put the hammered coin workers out 
of commission. Therefore our theory is the hammered workers produced these ‘best effort’ pieces to have 
compared to those produced on the milled presses. It would seem the work of these skilled craftsmen was 
more than adequate, as the advent of milled coinage did not commence on a permanent basis until after the 
Restoration of Charles II in 1662.
